• SENIOR CLASS members 
and undergraduatETs of the Uni- 
versity last week rallied to the 
cause of the much-embattled 
Cherry Tree, now In ‘‘grave dan- 
ger” of not being published this 
year because of “passive re- 
sistance” apparently being of- 
fered by Administration Of- 
ficials. 

Prospective graduates last 
Thursday voted unanimously at 
their first meeting to back the 
annual and pledged personal 
subscriptions, while a petition 
circulated on the campus in- 
dicated that nearly 275 stu- 
dents have thus far signified 
that they would purchase a 
yearbook. 

Principal bone of contention, 
according to Cherry Tree edi- 
toif, Is failure of the Admin- 
istration to say ‘!yes or no” to 
proposals offered by the staff in 
compromise efforts, 
editors lasue Statement 

The yearbook’s editors, !n a move 
to explain their sUnd to the stu- 
dent body, issued the following 
autement to The Hatchet: 

"About this time, there may be 
plenty of students who are won- 
dering why their pictures are not 
being taken for the Cherry Tree 
as scheduled, and also If there is 
any truth In the rumor that there 
may not be a Cherry Tree this 
year. 

'The truth Is this: If action is 
not taken Immediately by the Ad- 
ministration, there really may be 
some truth In that rumor. Produc- 
tion has been held up for so many 
weeks that If the Cherry Tree staff 
cannot get to work on It this 
Christmas vacation, It may Indeed 
be too lata. 

Tt is felt by many of us that 
the Adminlairatlon U withholding 
their signatures from contracts 
in the hop# that we may give up 
waiting. But we want a book and 
we're not giving up. We’ve worked 
too hard so far to let that work 
and time be wasted. 

Wgy Is No ICxcase 

"Should the War. be an excuse 
for not having a book? On the 
contrary, we And that It is one 
good reason for having one. We 
want to show that the school Is 
doing about the war. That phase 
of school life will make a good sec- 
tion in the book — not only by 
Showing the patriotism of the stu-

Once the raid hag begun, the 
greatest danger is that of flying 
glass. The blackout curtains which 
are being secured by the Univer- 
sity. will be heavy enough to keep 
the glass from flying In all build- 
ings. The Library and the Hall of 
Fovernment already have the 
proper type of curtains. 

An auxiliary lighting system has 
already been Installed In Building 
C, and other buildings on campus, 
and will aoon be completely effect- 
ive In case the central system U 
cut. 

Mary Jo Oslin, president of the 
Mortar Board. National Senior Wo- 
men’i Honorary Society, announced 
that a member of the society would 
be kept in the office to enswer 
student questions on the avll Pro- 
tection Program. 

Recruited from the Varsity Club, 
Paul Nugent's traffic squad has 
worked out plana for a speedy 
evacuation of stunts from data 
rooms to' other, safer parts of the 
building. In each building there 
will be e captain end an alternate 
who will take over the direction oc 
traffic to rooms which hove been, 
declared safe by the School of En- 
gineering and other authorities 
who are working on the problem. 

Members 6f the squad will be 
dismissed from their classes at the 
first warning siren. They will meet 
with their head at an appointed 
place to be given detailed instnio 
tions about the number of people 
which can be accommodated by 
the available rooms and where 
they are to direct students when 
the r<x>mB In their building are 
filled. Official arm bands have been 
ordered to distinguish the aquad.

Of Magazine Asked 
By Ray Arceneaux 


Courtsters Out to 
Avenge Last Year’s 
Overtime Defeat 


• HEXJCON EDITOR Ray Ar- 
ceneaux announced Sunday that 
he has proposed a postponement 
of the magazine's publication 
until next fall in a letter to 
President Marvin. However, 
Arceneaux stated that he hopes 
for approval of Tlw Helicon 
when the issue Comes before the 
Bodrd of Trustees this week. 

The question of approval was 
originally scheduled to be taken 
'jp by the Board last week, but the 
illness of one member caused post- 
ponement of the Trustees’ meeting 
until this week. ' 

"In the present crisis, the Helicon 
would undoubtedly face many prob- 
lems, "the magazine editor de- 
clared,” but If we can get approval 
from the Trustees this week, It 
will allow tis more time to formu- 
late plans for next year.” 

Arceneaux reported that he feels 
his idea has been accepted In good 
faith by the Board and that he be- 
lieves approval will be forthcoming. 

One of the chief objections ad- 
vanced by the administration In its 
failure to approve the Helicon 
earlier this year was the "uncer- 
tain condition of world affairs.'* 
With the outbreak of war, approval 
of the publication seemed definitely 
out of consideration. 

The filellcon first began publica- 
tion in mimeographed form last 
spring. The editors had organized 
plans for a printed magazine this 
fall, but when the Helicon came 
before the Board of Trustees for 
approval, it failed to earn recogni- 
tion. 

After this move by the Trustees, 
immediate plans were begun by the 
editors to seek reconsideration at 
the next meeting of the Board, 
which would have been last «yeek. 
An editorial campaign by The 
Hatchet and a letter from Douglas 
Bement, former English professor 
here, who had figured In the plana 
for several campus magazines, were 
other factors In student opinion 
seeking an approval of the publica- 
tion.

Tips to GW, Students On 
Staying Whole in Bombings

• SOUND FAMILIAR? ThrM ihort and true, supen 
bUete and a long one on whletlei 
or horns. At which point we will 
all rise and sing Beethoven's Fifth 
Symphony? Heaven forbid! You 
are then, fellow Americans, all in 
tine for a lovely little blackout and 
an alr«raid from the skies. So— 
kMe cool, calm, and collected, and 
co^rate with the University's 
plans in providing for your safety. 

The rules are simple enough. 

You probably know them by heart 
by now— you should anyway. 

1. Open the windows— thereby 
making the concuasion less likely 
to break thi glass and throw it 
out over the room. 

2. Draw down the shades. The 
University has ordered heavy black 
curtains for the windows, which 
fill a two-fold purpose: first, to 
keep the light Inside; second, to 
keep the flying glass from going to 
the floor. That is one of the chief 
dangers of an air raid, and cannot 
be emphasized too heavily.

3. Go to the lower floors. 

If you are in a classroom, you 

will be under the jurisdiction of 
your instructor until you get to 
the hall. Each instructor has ap- 
pointed two lieutenants in each 
class to see to It that the windows 
are opened and the shades drawn. 

In the Hall of Government, un- 
til something is done about the 
big heavy panes of glass in the 
windows, the classrooms, at least 
on the first floor, will have to be 
abandoned. In any of the other 
buildings, however. If you are on 
thr, first few floors, you may stay 
In the classroom as far from the 
windows as possible, with' your 
backs turned toward them. 

Otherwise, in case of alarm, take 
up your positions in the halls, and 
you will be directed to available 
shelters,, all of which have been 
selected and their capacity esti- 
mated. The civil defense council 
knows exactly how many students 
are supposed to be where at each 
hour. Remember to keep calm— 
you have plenty of time, and 
hysterical women will be either 
strangled or smothered. (Bob 
Qeran. the director of civil defense 
In the University, says not to quote 
him on that point— but it’s only 
fair to warn you, you know.)

After you’re in the hall, you will 
be under the direction of the Po» 
lice Squad— a body of men, tried

that cools the heads of the stu- 
dents into thinking twice before 
enlisting In the armed forces In the 
present national emergency. 

Albert Bequette, Navy Reserve 
man. said that he did not think 
it unpatriotic to fail to voluntMr, 
because the Army and Navy n^s 
equipment and morale behind the 
lines more than H needs meiu 

The women, however, like to 
idealize the men as speeding to 
the nearest recruiting station to 
take up arms for their country— 
as Jane Mills puts it "Volunteer 
now; you’ll have to go later ftny- 
way’’. 

Ben Barger and TKE pick Baker 
have centrifugated their ideas into 
what may be stated at the male 
consensus of opinion in starting 
that a defense Job may be more Im- 
portant to victory than shouldering 
a gun. 

Professors, in general, think that 
students in technical subjects 
should continue their Vlucatlon be- 
cause this technical education may 
be more valuable in the production 
of warfare materials than a man's 
being just another soldier. 

The seriousness .of the situation 
also enters the students minds in 
their clear-thinking reluctance to 
joint armed forces. If the fighting 
should take place on our front, 
there would be no doubt as to the 
number of men left in the Univer- 
sity to attend classes. 
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War On Campus ^ 

• THE EFFECT OF WAR on this campus, after a week's obser- 
vation, is a deep, internal restlessness in the individual atudent. 
Cxtanially there la no apparent change in University llle— except 
for a prominence of uniforms in classrooms ^nd a half-hearted 
attampt at blackout in Stockton Hall — but under the general aftar- 
Boon hub-bub of volpes In the Student Club you can now hear a 
Ourper, questioning tone — 

“Are you going to enlist? Wh'at branch of service are you 
Joining?" 

On all sides, and particularly among students under draft 
age, you hear proteitatlons that "I've lost all interest In school," 
‘^ow can I study with a war going on ?" "We’U all be in the army 
soon anyhow, migtit as well enlist now,” etc. 

This general attitude is not wall founded. Only students who 
have already negotiated with their draft boards for determents 
uqtU the end of the semester or year need worry about immediate 
enllBtment. Their defeiments are now eutomettcaliy suspended 
and'tbier chances for finishing thI semester are slim. 

i^t the rest of you patriotic melee — ^you who have heard 
nothing from your draft board or who are too young — should 
tattle down again, and continue plugging away ^ the booki. Moat 
of you will finish the semester, and many have a good chanca of 
tniahlng the year. Here are the facts: 

Brig. Gen. Hershey, Selective Service chief, announced that 
the draft will clean out all tha 1-A's between 31 and 38 first. 
fWeetive Service will then get all the men with physical, occu- 
pational and dependency deferments between those agee who can 
eonodvably be taken. In alh from the existing draft brackets, 
•ome three mlUton men will be pressed Into the army, according 
to Salecttve Service estimates. 

After one year of the draft, 800,000 of this number already 
have been conscripted. Under war conditions, the Army predicts 
t^t men will be drafted two or three times as fast. At this rata, 
however, with over two million yet to be drafted. It might take 
a year to get them all. 

Thui, a good many of you men of present draft age have a 
good chance of finishing this samaiter and the next. Boys under 
draft age are safe for even longer, since Gen. Hershey repeatedly 
exphaiized that Selective Service would get everybody it possibly 
eould In the 31-38 bracket before turning to "greener fiel^." 

The thesis of these figures Is: every man should rontlnue 
-classes as usual” until his number Is up. It may not be "until 
he hu had a chance to round out his aducation" and leave It in 
an orderly state when he goes. 

And this runi us squarely Into another question that la bother- 
ing moat of us tight now —

But how about those 
U us who decide to cling to this civiUan freedom as long as we 
ten, and continue "claaaes as usual"? Any attempt to show how 
a man can serve his country by hot enlisting at this time would 
be put down at rationalization; but we might more logically con- 
itder— how urgently is your country taking for you? 

So far there have been a few signs and radio advertisements 
fif the opportunities of this or that special branch of service, even 
a few radio announcements calling for regular army volunteers — 
but we bave not teen anything like the giaat "WE WANT YOU" 
eampaign that was put on during the last war. The heads of the 
army aervioes have not Issued drastic statements calling for all 
vtdimtetra at once. On the contrary. Selective Service la function- 
ing amoothly now. It is what Its name impUee— aelactive. It can 
Bnft men as fast as the army needs them— whether there are 
any volunteers or not. 

Until the government lets you know— and it can In a thousand 
«ntys— that It la In dire lyied ot men at once, it will be far better 
ter you to continue your studies at school, preparing yourself ter 
the wrold on the other side of the conflict. 

There Is going to be a world on the other side— though It 
may seam a long way off— a world far better than the one we 
ere leaving. If our leaders, who have been calling for ell-out aid 
to the Allies for some time, are given opportunity to put their 
ideas into effect.

Max Farrington expreseed the 
thoughts of many when he declared 
that sports take the place of war 
in peacetime, providing the com* 
petition, will to win, and the phyml- 
cal fitness that are so essential In 
wartime. 

During the last war. athletics at 
the University were faced with thd 
same situation, and responded 
virtually shutting down for the 
duration. Dean Elmer Louis Kayser 
was director of activities here at 
that time. Sports at the University* 
had Just gotten back into existence 
in 1916. largely through the ef- 
forts of Professor McNemar, and 
In 1917 Coach Sullivan direct^ hlS 
gridders through seven games, win- 
ning three of them. Toy Gamer, 
son of the Vice President, played 
on that team. The basketball team 
won seven and lost eight, and In 
1918 all athletics were suspendedt 
except basketball Supporters of 
the court game pledged |350 te 
make up any possible deficit, and 
the Buff entered a District Intetv 
collegiate League, and came away 
vlctorioua: a rather remarkable feat 
when you consider that they won 
only half of the ten games played.

• “B y^LD ING WALLS to defend 
America" ^as the topic of the 
Reverend Frederick Brown Harris 
of Foundry Methodist Church, 
when he addressed the University 
chapel last Friday noon. 

"There are two kinds of defense, 
spiritual and physical", stated Dr.. 
Harris. "China had a great physi- 
cal wall, but she was invaded three 
timea France had her Maginot 
Line, but was invaded." 

Dr. Harris believes that the 
United States has already been in- 
vaded by "greed, fear, hatred, soft> 
ness, desii^e for comfort, and Suck- 
passing". We have on our hands 
a battle against self-indulgence. 
Total defense for America requires 
that each one of us build the pro- 
tective walls of the United States 
nearest to this nation. 

Comparing the stress of today 
with the heartache of the 1860’s, 
Dr. Harris quoted the words of 
Xhraham Lincoln: "Blessed be God 
who in our great need givest us 
the churches."

• DR. LOWELL J. Ragatz, Pro- 
fessor of European History, last 
night spoke before the Landon 
School at Edgemoor, Md., on the 
topic "Behind the Headlines from 
EUrope. 

Dr. Ragatz stated that such spec- 
tacular headlines as "Hitler De- 
feats Poland". "Hitler Captures 
Norway", and "Hitler Blltzs Hol- 
land" “have built up a myth of 
Hitler’s military prowess and an 
exaggerated picture of invulner 
ability". 

"Such a fear' Is unwarranted 
when we look behind the. head- 
Uhes," he said. "Victories in Po- 
land, Norway. Belgium and Hol- 
land respectively, weren’t real vic- 
tories, and as for France, the gov- 
ernment there was so rotten and 
corrupt and the morale of the peo- 
ple so bad that the widespread at- 
titude of the Frenchmen was, ‘We 
won’t die to keep that crowd of 
political gangsters in power'." 

br. Ragatz .went on to comment 
on the people of Germany, ^s he 
puts it, "The German people did 
not expect war, but when It did 
come they desired a short and 
snappy one”. The death of so great 
a number has turned the people 
against Hitler, he declared. 

"The conflict with Russia was his 
great mistake. He expected a push- 
over and it hasn't materialized", 
Dr. Ragatz added in discussing the 
a^on in Russia. 

"A joint large-scale Anglo-Ameri- 
can naval action* and exi^itionary 
force U going to be needed. Co- 
operation such as this, will' en- 
courage civil war, nationalistic re- 
bellion and hurry the collapse of 
Hitler." he continued. 

Dr. Ragatz also pointed out that 
the German people must be defeat- 
ed completely and then given a 
■quare deal ib the peace terms.
